kh what recollections from our old "Harvard liberal lawyer" Goble ' g Clearly 
ru.shed search of what is obscuii-ed froia ali::ost all the related records, of MBIHO 
161-2848, all 15 sections of it! TalsLiig one section himself, Goble assigned the other 
12 sections to 12 of tlie other supervisors in the Domestic Intelligence Division. 

Lisn 5^: Wliitson' s coni.ient on his section, 12, reflects wliat they were looking for, 
"None of tliese (listed) names mentioned as associate of Walter Wilson Jenlcins. “ 
Remember JenlcLns - LBJ's right-hand man before aiid at the Wliite Ilouw.e, resigned after 
he was apprehended in a rpens' room and charged with a sexual offense? 

If anything is included in Goble's distribution slip, which I doubt, it has to 
be in the first column, redacted uiider b6 claim in the middle of a column with no 
visible bltmlc spaces. 8o, I believe that other role;vant records are in that tickler 
and are not included. There has to be some reason for Goble's launching tliis large and 
relatively tii.ie— consfljming project, for wliich nobody lower in rank tlian a supervisor 
wp trusted. Not the normal search, for example, by clerks or everyday special agents. 
There ought be some directive from him to the others, too, although lie could have 
hand-TiCarried and conveyed instructions veKbally. And there ought be some renort from 
Goble on the results of the search. 

Tlie only discernible docuraent number, 136, is on the firs 
distributed. The one on his slip is eliminated in xeroxing, 
he posted the time, 3i20 p.m. 

j-.ne list is of names of those, far .from all, who were mentioned publicly in 
connection with l;he Gari’ison fiasco. That several are misspelled leads^mo to believe 
ttiat Goble was net working from a list provided by the N.O. field office, although 
io is reasonably certain tliat the underlying information was from it. Soraeone at 
x'JIHk, bherofore, and q^uite likely Goble himself, cewpiled tliis list. He had been a 
Cortmunist/ IS jSR expert, not a '^arrison expert. 

161 is an applicant-related classifieation titled "^cial inquities for White 
House" and other congressional and agency inquiries. 

The date that Goble does not give is reported by so.me of the supervisors, 5/22/67. 

Tiai 5 J-'ite is tlaree weeks_after left New Orleans at the end of rny first visit 
there.

goings-on anw.. silont. In the Garrison theory they used all sorts of drugs, too, wiiips, 
the works. Really woi’se than the foregoing indicates. 

I first laid eyes on "Hose" leaning up against the wall near Art Eevin's 
office in tlie 13LJ studios' news department. Nhat was conspicuous was tlio cigarette 
ai'ooling irom liis lips. It took my attontion, as did liis pose, and my mind clicked and
